SEGA, well known for its Genesis video game players, is 
planning a new beginning with the $2.5 billion purchase 
of Bandai Co. the company behind the Power Rangers. 

The deal will com 
bine Sega Enterprises 
Ltd. with Bandai to form 
Sega Bandai Ltd. Sega. 
Japan s largest maker of 
video game machines, 
says the merger will 
help it find more ways 
to grow. 

Sega and Bandai. also 
a Japanese company, 
have been hurt in recent 
years by disappointing 
sales and stiff competi 
tion. Industry analysts 


said the deal will help Sega keep a firm foothold in the 
game business, where its profit margins have been under 
heavy pressure. 

In addition. Bandai. which is best known for the Power 
Rangers boom of the early nineties will be able to pursue 
more opportunities in multimedia, like computer game 
software and movie distribution. 

“The merger will allow a new stage of growth for the 
companies." says one of the worlds leading gaming 
analysts. Yoshinon Tanahashi. 

Sega Bandai could also benefit from the ability to draw 
on a larger pool of toy and game characters for market 
ing purposes and for use in computer software products. 

There is little doubt that the merger, expected to be 
completed on i October, will be good news for the Sega 
Saturn console in the long term as it continues its sales 
battle against Sony's PlayStation.

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Sex ban on the net 


SHE NAY HOLD a high 
place among American 
poets but as far as some 
computer censorship pro 
grammes are concerned, 
Anne Sexton is not much 
more than a three letter 
word: sex. 

Because her name has 
the letters sex. pro 
grammes designed to 
protect children from internet smut won't let them see 
material on the late poet either. Close to a dozen soft 
ware censoring products are being marketed to parents 
as an alternative or supplement to federal internet con 
tent controls overturned by a judicial panel and now 
under US Supreme Court review. 

The judges who struck down the Communications 
Decency Act last year found home based censorship 
preferable to the government restrictions. They said the 
strength of the internet and liberty is the same: “chaos 
and cacophony". Trying to carve that chaos into manage 
able chunks is a handful for the programmes set up to 
shield kids from the wilder side of the net. It's a task 
summed up by the title of one of the purged poet's best 
known works: “To Bedlam and Part Way Back". 

IThe programmes may deny reams of information on 


AIDS prevention. Yet many of the walls against porn can 
be broached by the determined user. 

A foolproof filter “is impossible to develop because 
of the subjective nature of what is considered objec 
tionable," says PC Magazine in a review of seven 
programmes. 

Still, they may help children explore the Web in rela 
tive safety. The cybercensors fry to do if with lists of 
sites and words that will set off a trip wire. Sexton's 
work might be too strong for some parents. But while 
allowing people to see material on other controversial 
artists, one of the safe programmes. Cyber Patrol, drew 
the line on anything with “sex" in the name. Searches 
using the words sextuplets. Essex and Sussex met the 
same fate “Access denied". 

Screening programmes may help kids from becoming 
accidental tourists in seamy nether worlds. In one 
attempt at sorting out the smut. Microsoft's Internet 
Explorer now comes with a security system offering par 
ents five levels of tolerance for sex. nudity, language 
and violence. The system can be tweaked, for example, 
to allow provocative frontal nudity or hold the line at 
frontal nudity. It will permit clothed sexual touching or 
stop at passionate kissing. The parent can also block all 
tough stuff, allow fighting, give the green light to 
killing with blood and gore or open the floodgates to 
wanton and gratuitous violence. 



A PRANK DEATH threat sent by e-mail to 
President Bill Clinton earned a high 
school student a visit from the Secret 
Service and a month’s suspension.

Ilintendo jumped right to its impressive 64 
deck. It mas a risk which is already paying off. 
John lllatheson tabes up the story. 
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THE MOST SUCCESSFUL ENTERTAINER in 
the world isn't Bill Cosby, Madonna or even 
Michael Jackson. Mario is stomping on all of 
them. 

Since his humble beginnings as the villain in 
the old Donkey Kong arcade game, the lovable 

plumber turned adventurer has appeared in 
more than 110 million Nintendo video games 
sold worldwide. 

And he’s just entered a new level. 

Sales of the long-awaited new Nintendo 64 
video game system and the Super Mario 64 
game have been nothing less than spectacular. 
With demand far exceeding initial shipments, 
Nintendo pulled in more than $100 million 
from North American gamers on its first day of 
release last year. Since going on sale in New 
Zealand in March more than 3000 consoles 
have been snapped up. 

The 64-bit deck is a remarkable break¬ 
through for the multi-million dollar gaming 
industry. The man behind the Nintendo cre¬ 
ation, Japan’s Shigeru Miyamoto, is being 
hailed a genius by industry insiders as the first 
four releases - Super Mario 64, Pilotwings, 
Wave Race and Shadows of the Empire - 
impress with their quality, smoothness and 
unpresidented 3D vision. 

“The 64 raises the bar on video games 
standards,” says Miyamoto. “The graphics and 
game-play elements are so technically 
advanced that they can only be realised on the 
Nintendo 64 system. The 32-bit systems do 
not have the power to develop highly detailed 
environments and subtle manoeuvring enabled 
by the processing power of the 64. 

“For instance, it would be impossible to 


realise Super Mario 64 in any existing CD-Rom 
format. Mario’s non-restricted and quick 
movements across vast 3D game stages 
requires real time access between Nintendo 
64’s ROM and CPU. 

“This access allows the data necessary to 
generate the rapidly changing scenery to be 
processed. In Super Mario 64, Mario’s direc¬ 
tion is controlled by the game player, requiring 

the CPU to react to a variety of commands on 
an ongoing basis. CD-ROM games require all 
data to be downloaded at once, giving the play¬ 
er limited game play freedom within a very 
small 3D area. 

“Super Mario 64 is a video game and, in 
that sense an evolution in the category of video 
games. However, the game is more than just a 
leap from the 16-bit technology to 64-bit tech¬ 
nology. The degree of game play enabled by 
the advanced technology of the 64 is the best 
in the industry. Nintendo 64 is the machine 
which will revolutionise game designing and 
enable graphics and game play never before 
possible on any other video game system.” 

One area where the 64 falls down however 
is the limited number of games available for the 
new system. But rather than seeing that as a 
disadvantage, Nintendo bosses believe their 
strategy of quality rather than quantity will pay 
off in the long run. Other titles due out this 
year include Cruisin' USA, Wayne Gretzky 3D 
Hockey and the fighting game Killer Instinct 
Gold. Total Games can also exclusively reveal 
that Miyamoto is also developing a new Zelda 
adventure game as well as a sequel to Super 
Mario 64. Both titles should be ready later this 
year.

There are six 
objectives in each level and with 16 levels, it’ll 
take you some time to find each star, including

AT LAST - STAR WARS: Shadows of the Empire is 
here and it’s been worth the wait. With 10 episodes, 
each featuring multiple sections in a variety of gam¬ 
ing styles, this title has something for everyone. You 
begin behind the controls of a snow speeder, flying a 
low-level mission against droids and AT-ATs. Next, 
it’s the corridors of the 
Hoth ice base, in Doom- 
style shooting and 
searching. An asteroid- 
belt batde is next, fol¬ 
lowed by the game’s 
toughest level, train¬ 
hopping, while avoiding 
enemy fire. You’ll 
acquire a jet-pack in the 
next sequence, fol¬ 


lowed by a Speeder in a Road Rash style race. These 
gaming styles describe roughly half this game! With 
segments of Star Wars: Shadows of the Empire 
made for the N64’s analogue controller, the result is 
surprisingly good control although the toughness of 
the episodes will initially cost you lots of lives and 
test your patience. But once you have mastered the 
controls, this game is a delight. The smoothness of 
the controls helps solve the problem of plummeting 
from a great height as you go in for the kill. Another 
impressive feature is 
the cut scenes which 
keep you in touch 
with the storyline. It’s 
a wonder that we 
have survived so long 
without the 64-bit. 
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JET SKI GAMES don’t come better than this. 

Wave Race, one of Nintendo’s 
four releases to coincide with 
their new 64-bit deck, is as 
good as any of the other three 
even if it hasn't received the same 
hype as a Mario 64 or Shadows of 
the Empire. You start this 
game by choosing who 
you want to be. 
Your choices 
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include Japan's Ryota Hayami, Canada's 
Miles Jeter and the US’ Dave Mariner or 
Ayumi Stewart. To match your skill level you 
can also customise your jet ski. You get to 
adjust your handling (light to heavy), grip 
(loose to tight) and engine. You also choose 
the difficulty level - normal (a six race cir¬ 
cuit), hard (seven races) or expert (eight 
races). As you progress through the levels 
the speed increases as do the number of 
obstacles. When you are racing for the cham¬ 
pionship, you are involved in a multi-race cir¬ 
cuit between four fierce competitors each 
one trying to earn the most points. After 
completing the entire circuit the overall 
winner is determined by totalling the 
points earned. Whenever a record time 
occurs, the coolest feeling in the world, it is 
recorded into the game’s memory. It’s vital to 



follow the course and not look for shortcuts 
because each time you follow the right buoys 
you receive a engine power boost. After each 
race in a circuit, if your total points are insuf¬ 
ficient you will not advance to the next level. 
The condition for advancing is different 
depending on the difficulty level you have 
selected. Apart from the graphics the best 
thing about Wave Race is the acrobatic 
moves that you can do. Flip, barrel roll, 
handstand, somersault... even standing 
backwards on your wave ski is an option. The 
price of the game is good but be warned, 
once you sit at 
the controls of 
Wave Race you’ll 
be tempted to 
go out and buy 
the real thing. 





IN THE WORLD of Pilotwings many young 
pilots fly the wild blue yonder with dreams of 
receiving their pilot’s license and 
aviator’s badge. 
T o fulfil your 


dream you must operate a hang glider, rocket 
belt and gyrocopter successfully and complete 
the flight tests for each class. To make it even 
more exciting, several other vehicles will be 
awaiting your challenge. You have to use the 
skills of six different pilots, master the vehi¬ 
cles and at the end of it, if you’re good 
enough, you will earn your wings and 
become an ace pilot. Pilots you can 
choose from include Lark (small but coura¬ 
geous), Kiwi (small and easily affected by the 
wind), Goose (the self proclaimed expert), 
Ibis (small, calm and confident), Hawk (the 
original big guy) and Robin (one of the pretti¬ 
est pilots). As with all the Nintendo 64 games 
the graphics and 3D effects are second to 
none. Once you have mastered the art of fly¬ 
ing the hang glider, rocket belt and gyro¬ 
copter you can move on to the challenging 
cannonball, sky diving and jumble hopper 



games. Of the three, sky diving is probably the 
best. You get to dive from the sky and make 
formations with three other pilots. Your score 
is based on the number of formations before 
you reach the cloud cover. As with all the 
games, there are different levels to test your 
skill. There is hours of fun to be had with this. 
You start at the beginners class and have to 
complete three tests on that level before 
moving on to class A, class B and Pilot’s class. 
It’s worth the blood, sweat and tears. The fur¬ 
ther you go, the better the effects. You fly 
faster and you have to deal with tougher wind 
conditions. This is truly a game of skill. At first 
glance the game
